Under 
your face, your sebaceous glands are happi- 
ly secreting oil—unfortunately, they tend to 
do this too enthusiastically during puberty, 
what with stepped-up hormonal activity.

My mother left a few months 
after my birth, and | never saw 
her again. | have speculated many 
times about her reasons for leay- 
ing. Maybe she felt she was doing 
the best for me, maybe she hated 
my father and had to get away 
from him, maybe she was just a 
terrible person. Only she knows. 
Whatever it was, that’s when my 
self-worth began to die. 

She left me with my father, 
who was only |7 at the time. 
Some people who knew us say 
he really tried to raise me the 
best he could. They said the very 
fact that he didn’t walk out 
makes him better than my moth- 
er. So | guess in their eyes it was 
okay for him to do anything he 
wanted to me simply because he 
stuck around. And he did every- 
thing you could possibly imagine: 
He mentally, physically and sexu- 
ally abused me. 

Here’s one incident | can 
never forget: | was five years old, 
and we were learning to write our phone numbers 
in kindergarten. A little boy from my class copied 
my number and called me. My father told the little 
boy | didn’t live there, then he hung up and asked 
me why I'd given my number to him. | told my 
father | hadn’t given it to him, but he didn’t believe 
me. He started to hit me with the buckle of his 
belt and would not stop until | lied and said | had 
given out my number. | still remember the marks 
on the walls from when he missed. 

| think it was about then that | started living in a 
fantasy world. | could pretend to be a different 
person and have any parents | wanted. | once told 
the kids at school that | was really a Gypsy and my 
parents were going to come back and get me any 
day. But there were times when | came out of my 
fantasies and tried to do something to change my 
situation. In grammar school | tried to tell some 
teachers, counselors, even the principal, but 
nobody believed me. One counselor | confided in 
actually called my father and asked him to come 
and get me. When he arrived, | was hiding under a 
desk. He proceeded to pick me up and carry me 
out of the school over his shoulder. When he got 
me home he beat me up and said that nobody 
would ever believe me. 

By the time | was 13 my father was totally out 
of control. He refused to allow me to wear make- 
up or talk to guys and would follow me every- 
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best he could—at 
least he didn’t 
abandon me like my 
mother did. would 
they say that if they 
knew he abused 


me reqularly?’’ 


where to make sure l’d never have the 
opportunity to disobey him. Here | was start- 
ing my first year of junior high school and | 
had to endure the embarrassment of having 
my father walk me to and from every class. 

My breaking point came with a beating | 
received because | had called my grandmoth- 
er without asking my father’s permission. He 
said he was going to beat me until | passed 
out, and when | came to, he was still going to 
be beating me. He followed through on that 
threat. So the next day in gym class | took off 
my blouse in front of the whole class and 
said to the coach, “This is what my father did 
to me last night.” She took me aside and told 
me | was going to be safe. From that 
moment on | was. 

The police picked me up at school that day 
and, for the very first time in my life, | felt 
secure and protected. They took me to the 
police station, and a social worker met with 
me. Later my father showed up, but even 
though he told everyone | was a liar, they 
believed me. It seemed like the end of my 
problems—and it was the end of the abuse. 
But it wasn’t that simple. 

| became a ward of the court and spent 
the next year or so in a series of foster 
homes—some good, some bad—but never 
for more than four months at any one. | 
hated how the social workers could do what- 
ever they wanted with me, so | finally ran 
away when | was 14, hitting the streets and living for the most part in abandoned 
garages. | eventually found a job at a Taco Hour and began working as many hours 
as they would give me. | stayed here and there: People | knew would let me live 
with them for a while or sometimes just use their bathrooms so | could prepare 
for work. | lived like this for six months, until | had saved enough money for my 
own apartment. | lied about my age and got a second job in a Kinney’s shoe store 
and eventually became their youngest manager ever—they thought | was 19, but | 
was only 15. | struggled quite a bit in those years—working all day and studying for 
my high school equivalency at night—but | was making it, surviving in an adult 
world when | was little more than a child. 

When | was really 19, | was offered a job managing a restaurant, making more 
money than | had ever dreamed possible. A few months later | got my high school 
diploma and applied to UCLA, where | am now studying to become a psychologist. 
Eventually | want to specialize in adolescent therapy. 

| sometimes wonder why God put me through all this. But | think it must have 
been to help kids who are going through the same cycle of abuse that | experi- 
enced. | want to teach them that they too hold the power to alter their destiny but 
that they must accept responsibility for their lives and their futures. Abuse is inflict- 
ed on us against our will when we are children, but what we do with our lives once 
we are adults is strictly up to us. | am living proof of the power of time to heal a 
soul. | want people to know that there is hope—no matter what’s happened to 
you. And that no matter what you’ve been through, it’s possible to like yourself. 

After all these years, the only thing that still gets me angry is not what my father 
did to me, but that nobody believed me and nobody stopped him. Children don’t 
lie about these things.

Magic and Loss (sire) 

A couple of years ago a very good friend 
of mine died. His death was slow and 
painful, but he didn’t tell anyone he was 
sick. By the time | found out, he had lost 
consciousness and it was too late to say 
good- a | thought of all the times he had 
called and I’d been too tired or 
busy to talk or go out. And how 
I'd taken him for granted, really. 
It made me sad and ashamed, 
angry too. Because, of all the 
people I’ve known, he was one 
of the few who took advantage 
of being alive. Lou Reed’s tran- 
scendent new album is dedicat- 
ed to two friends who died of 
cancer. It is his journey to an 
understanding of their death, a 


catharsis that is intensely personal yet 
very easy to relate to by anyone who has 
lost friends or family. Like all of Reed’s 
previous albums, Magic and Loss is loaded 
with guts and wit and poetry. It’s also, 
given the subject matter, a strangely exhil- 
arating experience when listened to from 
start to finish.

MARTIN’S PRESS) #4 
Here we have a book that traces the his- 
tory of punk rock, from its edgy 1975 begin- 
nings—with Richard Hell at New York er s 
CBGBs—through its turbulent |= 
takeover in England in ’76 (first 
and foremost by punk’s stan- 
dard-bearers, the Sex Pistols), 
right up until it pretty much 
ended in 1979 with hyper-con- 
servative Margaret Thatcher’s 
reign as prime minister. The 
English punks were the first 
generation of Brits to admit 
their country was declining as 
a world power, and these self- 
acclaimed losers—working- 
class teenagers who were bored out of their 
minds—ambitiously wanted to smash and 
redefine, well, everything. Detesting the pre- 
vious era of high-minded hippie-dom, they 
embraced pop culture, garbage and junk 
food. Most intriguing perhaps is that Malcolm 
McLaren and designer Vivienne Westwood 
promoted this movement using the very cal- 
culated marketing ploys punk deplored. 
Although the spiky, fluorescent hair, safety 
pin piercing and a lot of the more belliger- 
ently anarchic rhetoric seem dated and goofy 
now, it was fascinating to read about a group 
of rootless underdogs getting together to 
redefine culture. | was pleased with the many 


pictures of the wondrous Clash, found late 
Pistol Sid Vicious cute in a little-brother way 
and noticed that certain fashion elements of 
punk—Docs, nose rings and black leather 
biker jackets—seem 
to go on forever 
(much like this 600- 
page opus).

[i t’s 1:00 Pm and I’ve been sitting in 
this East Village restaurant since 
noon, waiting for Nirvana’s Kurt 
Cobain and Hole’s Courtney Love 
to arrive for our interview. On this 
particular rainy afternoon Nirvana has 
the number-one record in the country, 
the awesome Nevermind, which has sold, 
like, three million copies. The album was 
their first for a major label; their debut, 
Bleach, was released on Sub Pop in 1989 
and sold only 50,000 back when they 
were just a Northwest punk trio with an 
underground following. Their sudden, 
massive and shocking success has made 
the band sought after by media all over 
the world. And the anti-mainstream Kurt 
has blown off everyone from Rolling Stone 
to the New York Times. Also, at this time, 
all kinds of major labels are trying to woo 
Hole (the foxcore band whose drummer 
was included in our February piece on

girl drummers) away from Caroline, which released their first record, Pretty on the 
Inside. | should be worried that they’re not going to make it to this interview, but 
I've been told that Kurt and Courtney are both Sassy readers, and | just know 
they’re going to show up. 

As I’m assuring the waiter again that the rest of my party will be here any 
minute, Kurt and Courtney walk in the door. | wave, and they come over to my 
table, apologizing for being late. Courtney’s in this cool black midi-dress, a fuzzy old 
sweater and brown vintage pumps. She keeps playing with her bleached hair, cov- 
ering her face with it and making it stand up and stuff. Courtney says she’s 24, but | 
think she could be older. She’s not classically pretty, but she wears her offbeat 
looks well. Kurt, who probably really is 24, is very cute, with incredibly blue eyes, 
which are set off nicely by his pink-streaked hair. However, he is so skinny that | 
would like to force-feed him a solid meal. He’s wearing disintegrating jeans and a 
cardigan over an ancient Flipper (the band, not the TV show) T-shirt. His black 
sneakers have holes in them. “He’s got the number-one record,” says Courtney, in 
her scratchy voice, “and he only has one pair of shoes.” 

| mention that | saw their engagement announced on MTV when Nirvana’s 
video was number one. Says Kurt, “It was embarrassing, but it was also kind of 
neat.” Courtney says, “I thought it was kind of dorky.” She’s wearing an engage- 
ment ring, circa 1906, with a ruby or something in the middle. Kurt has one too, an 
ornate band. “Sorry about this zit,” she says, pointing to her cheek. “Zits are beau- 
ty marks,” says Kurt. 

Kurt has a very sweet way about him, almost shy. He'll sit there and not talk, 
but not in a hostile way—besides, it’s hard for anyone, even me, to get a word in 
edgewise with the loquacious Miss Courtney. But he'll definitely answer any ques- 
tion. | ask how they met. “I saw him play in Portland in 1988,” says Courtney. “I’m 
from Eugene. | thought he was really passionate and cute, but | couldn’t tell if he 
was smart or had any integrity. And then | met him at a show about a year or 
something ago.” “Butthole Surfers,” says Kurt. “And L7,” adds Courtney. “I really 
pursued him, not too aggressive, but aggressive enough that some girls would have 
been embarrassed by it. I’m direct. That can scare a lot of boys. Like, | got Kurt’s 
number when they were on tour, and | would call him. And | would do interviews 
with people who | knew were going to interview Nirvana, and | would tell them | 


had a crush on Kurt. Kurt was scared of me. He 
said he didn’t have time to deal with me. But | 
knew it was inevitable.” Kurt adds: “Il would just 
like to say that | liked Courtney a lot. | wasn’t 
ignoring her. | didn’t mean to play hard to get. | 
just didn’t have the time. | had so many things on 
my mind.” “He had to write a hit record,” says 
Courtney. 

The turning point for the relationship was last 
September. Courtney was meeting with a record 
company exec. “He said to me, ‘What do you 
want? | can make you a big star,” says Courtney, 
whose band is based in LA. “And | said, ‘I want to 
see Nirvana in Chicago.’ So he got on the phone 
and spent, like, $1,000 and bought me a ticket and 
I went. And that is when we got together.” 

Before you knew it, they were boyfriend and 
girlfriend. And now they’re planning to get married 
as soon as possible (maybe by the time you read 
this), both wearing dresses. Kurt likes wearing 
dresses because they are comfortable and says he 
looks best in baby dolls with flowers on them. “In

the last couple of months,” says Kurt, “I’ve gotten 
engaged and my attitude has changed drastically, 
and | can’t believe how much happier | am and 
how even less career oriented | am. At times | 
even forget I’m in a band, I’m so blinded by love. 
| know that sounds embarrassing, but it’s true. | 
could give the band up right now. It doesn’t mat- 
ter. But I’m under contract.” What a wondrously 
sweet thing to say. | can’t believe it when 
Courtney tells me that a friend of hers called her 
up in Europe and told her not to go out with Kurt: 
“She told me, ‘What you're doing is culturally 
important and you'll just get swallowed up by 
going out with Kurt.’” 

Courtney continues: “We get attention for our 
relationship, but if we didn’t have bands, no one 
would care. | mean, the reason we’re doing this 
interview is girls have been trained to look up to 
rock star boys as these...objects. They grow up 
their whole lives with horses or rock stars on 
their walls. For me, | didn’t want to marry a rock 
star, | wanted to be one. | had a feminist hippie 
mom, and she told me | could do whatever | want- 
ed to do. But a lot of girls think that to go out with 
somebody who’s cool or successful, they have to 
be pretty and submissive and quiet. They can’t be 
loud and obnoxious like me, and they can’t have 
their own thing.” 

Courtney clearly wants to be a huge rock star 
in her own right. She doesn’t want to be perceived 
as glomming on Kurt’s success. And she seems a 
little paranoid—probably with good reason—that 
people will think that she is.

YES, IT’S UNSET TLING-STORY-FROM- 


Kim’s-twisted-Texas-childhood time again. I’m 
about six years old. Mom is driving me home from 
kindergarten or wherever, and we pass some 
Mexican women standing at a bus stop. “Look,” | 
say, pointing to them, “a bunch of people’s maids!” 
Screeeeech! My extremely horrified mom pulls the 
car over to the side of the road and lets me know 
in no uncertain terms that not all Mexican women 
are maids. That was news to me—the only time | 
saw them was when they were cleaning my—or 
my friends’—house. And, shamefully, it was a long 
time before | came into contact with a Mexican 
woman who wasn’t a maid—or, for that matter, a 
Mexican man who wasn’t mowing a lawn or busing 
tables in a restaurant. 

My loss. Though | grew up in a culturally cross- 
sectioned state, ethnic groups were completely 
segregated. | was surrounded by Mexicans, since 
| lived only a few hours from Mexico, yet | 
wasn’t really encouraged to learn about their 
culture or appreciate its richness. Even in sev- 
enth grade, when every kid in the state was 
required to take a year of Texas history, our 
study of Mexicans (from whom we stole Texas 
in the first place) was pretty much confined to 
their killing a whole bunch of us at the Alamo. 
Outside the classroom, Mexicans were reduced 
to a stereotype: lazy, stupid, greasy, sexist bor- 
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der-jumpers here to steal our cars and jobs. 

Latinos—whether they be from Mexico, 
Puerto Rico, Cuba or South America—are no 
different from the Irish, Jews, Italians and 
Chinese who have immigrated to America 
over the past 200 years: They came here for a 
better, freer life. And like those others they’ve 
hardly been welcomed with open arms. What 
is different is that Latinos haven’t been so 
quick to assimilate, despite big pressures to do so. It particularly bugs a lot of white 
Americans that even first generation Latino-Americans continue to speak Spanish 
and live within their own communities. In her book Out of the Barrio, Linda Chavez, 
a conservative who headed the Civil Rights Commission, says their failure to melt 
in more is what keeps Latino-Americans one of the poorest minorities (the aver- 
age man makes $14,141; the average woman, $10,099) and politically powerless 
(currently there are only || Latinos in the House of Representatives and not one 
in the Senate). Her whole gig is that this will only change when Latinos “‘adapt their 
own cultures to fit an American context,” as the Italians, Irish, etc. did. In other 
words, move into mixed neighborhoods and marry outside. | can see her point, but 
| wonder if assimilation can happen without sucking them dry of their respective 
cultures. It’s sad that Americans will only take an ethnic group seriously if it turns 
its back on all the things that make it unique. 

Over the years I’ve learned some really cool stuff about Mexicans and their folk- 
lore on my own. I’m particularly attracted to their reverence for ancestors and 
family—which encourages qualities like duty, honor and respect, none of which get 
much airplay in success-obsessed America anymore—and the huge emphasis 
placed on friendship. In a book called Mexican Voices, American Dreams, a Mexican 
immigrant says: “This is how we are. If we don’t have anything to eat, we begin to 
talk, and soon a friend comes along, and we forget we’re hungry.” Also, rites of 
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passage — birth, death, becoming a woman or a man—are 
observed with an intensity and zealousness that has very little 
to do with acquiring material gifts. They're more about cele- 
brating the richness of life. Even their Day of the Dead (EI Dia 
de Muertos) is about living for the moment and appreciating 
beauty rather than death. 

One really lovely celebration is the quincifieras. For 
Mexican, Cuban and Puerto Rican girls, their 15th birthday is 
a very big deal. This is when she officially becomes a woman. 
A special mass is said for her, and afterward a big—as in gar- 
gantuan—party is thrown by her parents. It’s a lot like a 
Jewish bar or bat mitzvah—a religiously symbolic ceremony 
coupled with large-scale socializing. 

| heard about Gloria Fernandez through a friend of mine. 
She lives in Los Angeles and was about to have her 
quincifieras, and when | called her dad to see if it was okay for 
me to observe the party, he asked what kind of money was 
involved. Taken aback, | said, “Well, we’re not going to pay 
you anything” in a somewhat snotty tone. “Oh, no,” he 
replied, “that’s not what | meant at all. It’s just that I’ve spent 
a lot on this party, and we couldn’t afford to pay you.” 

o¢ 
The Fernandez family lives in sii home to many ugly oil 
refineries. But their house is on a pretty block of tidy, smallish 
houses with well-maintained flowerbeds. It’s a Friday after- 
noon, and Gloria’s big day is tomorrow—her mass will be 
held at 2:00 pm, followed by the dinner-dance extravaganza at 
6:00. I’m meeting Gloria and her sister Carmen at their house 
so | can watch waltz practice. It is traditional for the honoree 
to have several damas (ladies), usually cousins or daughters of 
close family friends, who, for lack of a better comparison, 
function like bridesmaids. With male escorts of their choice, 


they precede the honoree down the aisle in church. And at 
the dinner, they perform a waltz, meant to symbolize the 
moving from childhood into adulthood. The couples have 
been rehearsing for this in the Fernandez backyard a couple 
of times a week for a month. 

Gloria’s sister Carmen answers when | knock on the 
screen door. “Gloria’s getting ready,” she says, then gestures 
for me to sit on the couch. The living room is utterly immacu- 
late, and I’ve got a hunch it looks this way even when 
company’s not expected. | can see into the kitchen, where 
something is simmering on the stove in a large clay pot, and a 
Frida Kahlo calendar hangs over the table. | always feel a little 
awkward entering the home of a complete stranger—espe- 
cially when I’m there for work—but Carmen is chatty and 
warm and funny and | instantly feel welcome. 

Gloria’s still ensconced in her bedroom, so Carmen—who 
appears to be the cruise director of this whole event—gives 
me a quick rundown of her family’s history. “There are six 
kids in my family, and we were all born in boy-girl-boy-girl 
order,” she says. “People call us the Mexican Brady Bunch.”

Both her parents are from 
small towns in Mexico and 
moved here in their teens, 
when they met and married. 
Gloria’s mom has had a vari- 
ety of jobs, each one better 
than the last. She now works 
in the laboratory of Mrs. 
Fields Cookies. Mr. Fernandez 
has been a forklift operator 
for 20 years. Carmen also 
tells me that her parents have 
a rule about speaking only 
Spanish in the house and 
English outside. So all the kids 
grew up bilingual. | envy that. 
While Carmen’s talking, 
Gloria’s damas and escorts 
arrive, prompting Gloria to 
emerge. She’s pretty, has 
lightish brownish hair and 
slumps the way girls do when 
they’re taller than most of the 
guys in their class. She’s 
friendly, but a lot shyer than 
Carmen. Gloria and her 
friends are dressed in stan- 
dard American teenage uni- 
form: jeans, sweaters and 
Doc Martens as far as the eye 
can see. She tells me she and 
her pals hang out at the mall 


and listen to Morrissey, the 
Cult and the Cure. She wants 
to go to UC San Diego and 
get a good job in fashion 
before she has a family. 

As | watch the waltz re- 
hearsal, | must admit that it 
strikes me as slightly corny— 
lots of bowing and curtsying. 
| wonder if it’s weird for 
Gloria, a Doc-wearing con- 
temporary chick, to be 
engaging in this centuries-old 
ceremony. (In Mexico, it is 
referred to as “the virgin 
march,” and the girls are all 
supposed to be pure, al- 
though Carmen assures me 
that some girls lie.) This 
dichotomy of old vs. new 
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reminds me of Sandra Cisneros’s The House On 
Mango Street, a beautiful book about the struggles 
of growing up Latino and female in America. | 
talked to Cisneros on the phone not long ago. 
“Young women try to be in control of their des- 
tiny,” she said, “but in Latino culture, men and 
women don’t function as individuals.” The focus is 
on family and marriage. Women are seen as nur- 
turers who make sacrifices to be good mothers 
and wives. Cisneros said the trick is to find a bal- 
ance between the best of both worlds. | know 
from talking to Carmen that this isn’t always easy. 
Though in her mid-twenties, she still lives with her 
parents and has to be home by midnight. “There’s 
a lot of pressure on me to learn to cook and have 
a family, and my brothers have a lot more liberty 
than | do,” she says. “It’s hard to accept that I’m 25 
and can’t do my own thing. ” 

But, both sisters insist, it’s a lot worse back in 
Mexico, a place they love but couldn’t return to 
for anything more than a visit. “I’m too used to it 
here,” Gloria says. “Used to saying what | think. In 
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Mexico, the boys are more gentlemanly, but you’re expected to act like a little lady 
too, and not disagree with people.” 


Saturday, the big day. By the time | get to Saints Peter and Paul Church at about 
2:00, Gloria's damas and their escorts are hanging out in gender-segregated clumps 
outside, along with about a hundred relatives and friends. The damas are wearing 
identical flouncy maroon satin dresses and their escorts are all in black tuxes. One 
of those impossibly long white limos pulls up, and out pops Gloria in a beautiful, 
simple white dress with delicate hand-beaded white flowers. A passerby would cer- 
tainly mistake this for a wedding. The priest appears—Gloria’s uncle, who traveled 
from Mexico to conduct the service. He sprinkles holy water on Gloria and her 
attendants, and they proceed into the church solemnly and nervously. Gloria is last 
in line on the arm of her escort, a family friend named Guillermo, also 15, who 
wears a lily white tux and a thin gold chain. 

The mass is conducted in Spanish, but | do get some stuff about the importance 
of remaining pure and virginal and a bit about Gloria turning out well. Also some- 
thing about how kids shouldn’t be in such a hurry to grow up. It’s clear that this 
part of the quincifieras is dead serious. For the Fernandezes—as for many Mexican 
families — religion and family are very much intertwined. Gloria wouldn’t really be 
considered a woman until it was confirmed in a church. 

After the service, Gloria and her attendants pile into four waiting limos and take 
off for a pretty hilltop park. The official photographer (another of Gloria’s uncles) 


snaps a trillion pictures, and | hang out talking 
to two escorts, Jose, 14, and Pete, 16. Like all 
the kids I’ve met this weekend, they’re first- 
generation Americans. They say Gloria’s 
quincifieras isn’t as traditional as some. In 
Mexico, they explain, they’re simpler, with the 
honoree and her damas just wearing their 
nicest dresses, not these custom-made, 
matching jobs. “You’ve got to be who you 
are,” says Jose. “You don’t want to get too 
American. And with events like this, when 
you’re among others, it makes you proud of 
who you are.” The guys estimate they'll be in 
six or seven more quinciferas before the year 
is out, and I’m impressed that they seem 
psyched rather than embarrassed about their 
participation. Their biggest concern seems to 
be that the parties not get too out of control 
(read: Americanized) as far as spending. 

An hour or two later, about 250 people 
show up at the Carson City Community 
Center for the big party. A mariachi band ser- 
enades the crowd: Six guys playing guitars and 
horns. There are about 25 white tables with 
pink tablecloths and napkins. | can’t help but 
notice the cake. It’s a split-level affair, seven 
tiers in all, with even a little waterfall built in. 
Carmen sees me and rushes over to make 
sure I’m seated at one of the special tables 
reserved for close family, which she really 
didn’t have to do. Gloria stands near the 
entrance and greets me with a smile and a 
hug. We try to have a conversation, but it’s 
tough, ’cause so many people are fawning 
over her. Gloria handles the attention gra- 
ciously. Her parents stand near her, smiling 
like they just won the lottery. 

After dinner has been served and cleared, 
the mariachi band takes a break and the lights 
dim. It’s time for the much-ballyhooed waltz. 
Even though they look a little tense, the escorts and damas pull the thing off beauti- 
fully. Funny thing is, what struck me as kind of lame and old-fashioned yesterday is 
suddenly very moving. The finale requires all the escorts to lift Gloria up in the air, 
and the room goes crazy with whoops and hollers. Everyone’s hugging, dancing 
around and making a scene—it’s like a giant street party that happened to make 
its way indoors. I’m completely swept up in it and realize that not once all evening 
have | felt like a party crasher. At least a dozen people have walked up to me, a 
total stranger, to make conversation. It was definitely more fun than my cousin’s 
wedding last year, no contest. 


Gloria and her 
best friend Mandee 


Gloria is the youngest daughter, so this is the last quincifieras for the Fernandez 
family. Mr. Fernandez isn’t sure if the tradition will be passed on. Still, he thinks his 
insistence on maintaining certain customs is a good thing. “I’ve been proud to be a 
Mexican,” he told me. “My mother always taught me not to forget our traditions. | 
want to do the same for my kids.” 

As much as quincifieras is about heritage and religion, it also strikes me as a cele- 
bration of making it in this strange new world. It’s obvious the party cost big bucks, 
and that clearly required sacrifice since the Fernandez family is not rich. Not to 
mention they've done it for three daughters. But most of all | think the quincifieras 
is about pride—a father showing the world how pleased he is with his daughter. “I 
feel lucky,” Gloria confided in me. “A lot of kids’ parents never even tell them they 
love them.” It’s obvious that the Fernandezes hold their children in high regard. “I 


have wonderful kids,” Mr. Fernandez said. “I don’t 
have a luxurious house, we’re not rich, but we 
have a decent way of living. When they grow up 
these days, you thank God they are not drug 
addicts or hoodlums.” 

There are plenty of articles mourning the prob- 
lems of Mexican-American youth—kids who turn 
their backs on their parents, drop out of school, 
do drugs, get into crime. But the Fernandezes have 
avoided these scenarios and so have a lot of other 
Latino families, though we don’t read about them 
in the papers as often. Gloria and her sisters might 
roll their eyes at their dad’s hanging on to “his 
Mexican ways,” but by watching them you can see 
they appreciate it a lot. And | can’t help but think 
that one reason the six Fernandez offspring seem 
so well-adjusted is because even though they’ve 
done some assimilating, they still really under- 
stand—and have a respect for—the things that 
make them different. Carmen and Gloria, in partic- 
ular, have achieved a nice balance of two 
cultures—a sense of self-esteem and family from 
their Mexican side, and an American-bred desire 
to be outspoken, independent women. 

Gloria insists that anti-Mexican sentiment is not 
part of her world, nor does she expect it to be in 
the future. “There are Mexicans, whites, blacks, 
Filipinos, everything at my school,” she said. “My 
parents taught me that if you’re gonna have 
friends, you can’t judge by race.” Such a fundamen- 
tally American sentiment, yet one most of us 
forget, despite the fact that this country’s popula- 
tion has never been one that has looked, thought 
or talked the same. And you know, the sooner 
this country accepts that, by embracing people like 
the Fernandez family and welcoming what their 
rich ethnicity has to offer, the sooner America will 
be the place where freedom to be who you want 
is more than just a concept.

But then you hit those much dis- 
cussed years of puberty and things just go all to heck. 


Why all this conflict? Why now? 


Because you’re a teenager and you're starting to break away 

from Mom and Dad. But the transition from kid to self-reliant, 
happy, grown-up womyn ain’t easy on anybody concerned. 
For fathers a major source of anxiety is (of course) Sex. As in, 
the possibility that you are having It. 

Mr. Brady never had to lecture Marcia about wearing a 
hobag skintight mini or dating a skank because, hey, Brady 
children never Did It or even thought about Doing It. In 
reality, though, around Marcia-time, you start to wear make- 
up, get more interested in guys and vice versa. Dad freaks for 

several reasons: Because your becoming a sexual adult means 

he’s losing you. Because he remembers what a horny pig he 

was when he was young, so he knows what teenage boys are 

like. Because on the most primal level, the idea of your having 

sex with some shemp creeps him out in psychological ways | 

don’t feel like getting into. (Let’s just say that there’s a definite sex- 

ual vibe between you and Dad. | am not talking incest here—that’s a 

whole other story—but a normal male-female tension.) 

Some dads are pretty cool about the subject of you and boys, but 

some become The Curfewmeister—giving all guys the evil eye, criticizing 

your every outfit and the brightness of your lipstick. Others just stop relating 

to you and hide behind the newspaper. These reactions can be made worse if 

you manage to date a boy your father absolutely hates. Why would you do such 

a thing? To get his attention if you feel he’s ignoring you and to make a statement, 

like: “See, my values are different from yours. Nyah, nyah.” (You probably aren’t 
doing this consciously, mind you.) 

To complicate things further, the Dadster may be going through an awkward 

stage of his own. A mid-life crisis, if you will. He’s hit a plateau. He feels old. 

Perhaps your mom has gone back to school or found a full-time job now that 


you're older. As a result Dad may see her as a little threatening and take his hostili- 
ty out on you, or even look to you for nurturing, like another wife. Ick. 

Yet another source of conflict is that you start seeing his flaws more. That’s 
because you've reached an age when you've stopped accepting things at face value 
and are starting to question. Like, when | was little | worshiped my dad, who as a 
doctor and anti-nuclear activist was saving the world. Then | began noticing that A) 
my mother did all the housework (even though she too had a full-time job and we 
did not have an Alice living with us), B) the Dadman was not around that much, 
and when he was he seemed distant and C) he was very critical—quick to find 
fault and slow to praise. 

You may see different weaknesses in your father than | did in mine. But it all 
boils down to your growing and changing and his losing some importance. You’re 
also testing boundaries—particularly, how much freedom you can get. You want 
your own life, with friends and secrets the ’rents don’t know. Yet even as you're 
pushing Dad away, you still desire his love and recognition. You simultaneously 
want to alienate him and not. If he does get pissed at you, you’re upset because he 
doesn’t love you anymore. If he doesn’t get mad, you feel like he doesn’t care. Can 
you say “ambivalent’”? 

To keep things truly confusing, Dad’s sending mixed messages of his 
own. Sure he wants you to grow up, but in some ways he still 
wants you to be Daddy’s little girl. He may feel threatened by 


your college or career plans, especially if he didn’t go to college or his career 
is less upscale than the one you intend on—you know, “Achieve, honey, 
but only to the extent that I’m comfortable with and in the areas | consider accept- 
able.” You try to decode what he wants you to be and feel like you’re disappoint- 
ing him in any case. Heavy. 

Dealing with your own sexuality and adult-type decisions about your future can 
be scary and infuriating. And girls often don’t feel they can express anger openly 
the way boys do—it’s part of that whole deal of society’s expecting girls to be 
quiet and agreeable. So girls may end up turning their fury inward. For some that 
can take a very dangerous turn, as in anorexia, which can be a way of saying, “See, 
Dad, you can’t take control of my body, even though you try to manipulate my 
life.” It’s also a way of getting back the bod you had as a little gir—no breasts, no 
periods—so Dad will love you like he did before you were a sexual entity. 


Making life more Brady-like 
Some tension between you and Daddums is natural and healthy, okay? 
Moving away from your parents intellectually, spiritually, even physically is 
part of growing up. | mean, do you want to be that guy on Get a Life, a 30- 
year-old with a paper route and still living with your parents? And does 
your father want that for you? Yes, you may go overboard in proving that 
you’re your own person, and, yes, your father may refuse to see that 
you’re changing and may feel rejected. But the important thing here is to 
talk about this stuff, not clam up as we are wont to do when there is con- 
flict. When things get tense, say something like: “Hey, we have a problem 
here, and | want to solve it. | really want you in my life, and we’ve got to 
talk more.” Hopefully he'll be fair and let you have a voice, instead of 
freezing you out or giving you ultimatums. Point out that if he doesn’t give 
you room to make your own mistakes now, you may make bigger ones later. 
For your part, cut the guy some slack. Because of all your aforementioned 
ambivalence, in many ways there’s no way he can win with you. Understand that 
this transition is hard for him too. Try to do stuff together—fix an air conditioner, 
go for a bike ride (my source of quality time with my father), watch Roseanne. And 
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try to see his side occasion- 
ally—just because his 
views are different from 
yours doesn’t mean 
they’re inherently 
wrong or bad. What 
the heck, ask the 
man’s advice ona %| 
topic for your history ' 
paper or peculiar guy 
behaviors or improving ™ 
your batting stance. Some of se 

his input may surprise and delight you. Now can be 
the time when you really start relating to him as an 
adult, having meaningful conversations. You may 
realize how smart he truly is. Of course, bonding 
will be way easier if your dad has always been 
involved in your life, but it’s never too late to 
create connections. If tension is major (and obvi- 
ously Mom plays a role too), family therapy is a 
valid option. 


It gets better, believe me. My father and | are 
closer than ever. Now I’m able to see the good 
things about him—like that he never made me 
feel it was unfeminine to be smart. And that his 
criticalness made me try harder when | might 
have been lazy. Now he tells me he’s proud of me 
and tries to get involved in my life by reading this 
magazine, even though he does not get it. Dad’s 
still no Mr. Brady, but then again, life in a sterile 
split-level ranch-style house without any conflict 
would be creepy. And remember: Marcia, Jan and 
Cindy never leave 


home. @ 
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Beauty pageants are not exactly 
events that feminists revel in. And 
even though the Miss America 
Pageant is now subtitled “A 
Scholarship Program” because the 
winner gets $35,000 for school, you can’t ignore the 
fact that boys don’t have to look good in bathing suits 
and pumps to finance their educations. So what if the 
bathing suit (euphemistically called “physical fitness in 
bathing suit”) and evening gown (“onstage personality 
in evening gown”) competitions each count for only 
15 percent of a contestant’s score; it’s still irritating. 
Add to that the cheese factor: The televised program 
is certainly the lamest entertainment extravaganza of 
the year. Yet, without fail, | find myself choking back 
tears each year when the winner is announced. Why? 
What is it about that moment when two contestants 
are left on the stage, smiling and hugging and hoping 
to win? | momentarily forget about their hideous 
gowns and plastic smiles and lame renditions of “You 
Light Up My Life” and allow myself to get sucked in 
by their happiness. Multiply that by about a zillion, 
and you'll get the reaction of the people of Atlanta 
the day Carolyn Sapp visited.

Miss America is in the lobby of Atlanta’s Doubletree 
Hotel. During the past couple of days she has flown 
from North Carolina to San Francisco, to her home 
state of Hawaii, and then to Atlanta, but that blinding 
smile of hers shows no signs of jet lag. Carolyn is a 
vision in a fuchsia and blue polyester suit and 
pumps—like all the clothes she wears, these are 
made in America, because Made in America is a Miss 
America sponsor. She’s heavily made-up, there’s a 
“Miss America” bracelet on her wrist (costume jew- 
elry, dontcha know) and she’s carrying her rhinestone-encrusted crown in a little 
brown case. She is attractive but not stunning; my stewardess on the flight down 
was prettier. 

Ellie Ross, an older woman from the Miss America Organization who accompa- 
nies Carolyn on all her jaunts, is also there, as are two Chevrolet executives. 
Chevrolet, a major sponsor of the Miss America Pageant, donated a red Corvette 
as one of Carolyn’s prizes and is paying for Carolyn’s trip to Atlanta so she can be 
a spokesperson for their Driving for Education Program. The program gives com- 
puters to schools that can get enough people to test-drive cars at local Chevrolet 
dealerships. “Chevrolet is taking a really giant step for corporations, to do some- 
thing like this—to take an interest in the education of our kids,” says Carolyn. “It’s 
at the grass roots level with the dealerships.” This is very much in keeping with 
Miss America’s “platform.” She claims that education in this country cannot be 
improved at the federal level but must be addressed in individual communities. | 
think it would be a lot more altruistic if Chevrolet just donated the computers out- 
right, but you know how businesses are—they can’t ignore the profit motive. And 
Carolyn is the perfect bait to lure people to their products. 


We pile into a Chevy mini-van on our way to a local elementary school where 
Carolyn will make a speech. “Do you have everything you need to keep on looking 
good?” asks E.L. “Lew” Eads, one of the Chevy execs. Carolyn looks up from the 
fax she is reading to smile pleasantly; she seems to accept emphasis on her appear- 
ance as natural and good. 

| ask her how she got involved in pageants. “I managed an interior design busi- 
ness in Hawaii when | graduated from high school,” she says. “And in my third year 
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I thought it would be really 
funny to spend a day with 
Miss America and write a 

vindictive article filled with the 
snide little comments that 
come SO naturally to me. So | 
went to Atlanta, GA, to observe 
Carolyn Suzanne Sapp, 
Miss America 1992. 

And guess what? Carolyn 
takes her job as Miss America 
seriously, very seriously, more 

seriously than | take mine, 
maybe. | can’t say that | loved 
her, but she definitely made me 

realize a thing or two about 
American womanhood.

of working there all my friends 
were graduating from college and 
| thought, Well maybe I’m miss- 
ing out on something. So | decid- 
ed to go back, and | entered my 
first pageant, the Miss Kona 
Coffee Pageant, because it was a 
scholarship program. | won that, 
then | went to Miss Hawaii, and 
in doing so | received a free year 
at Hawaii Pacific University.

she started her school’s student government and 
refused to be part of any one clique. “I was differ- 
ent,” she says. “But always good different.” She 
talks about how her |3-year-old brother was 
offered drugs by a good friend and refused. “I’m 
here to tell you that drugs are a dead end, you 
guys,” she says. “You want to be an independent 
person? Just say no! | want to hear a pledge right 
now from all of you. Raise your right hand. | want 
to hear you say that you will just say no.” Then 
Carolyn tells the kids to get their families to go to 
the local Chevrolet dealership and test-drive, so 
they can get a computer in their school. She seems 
very comfortable with this obvious plug. 

Carolyn ends with questions from the audience. 
“Do you live in a mansion?” asks one girl. “Not at 
all,” Carolyn responds. “I don’t live anywhere for a 
year. | travel 20,000 miles a month. I’ve been in a 
different city in the United States every 18 to 36 
hours.” The kids ask her to sing, and she obligingly 
belts out “America, the Beautiful,” a cappella. A 
boy asks her if the crown is made of real dia- 
monds, and someone else asks if she has her own 
jet. “Absolutely not,” she says to both. 

The principal of the school comes onstage and 
says Miss America’s speech made “cold chills go 
down my spine.” As the children are dismissed, 
Carolyn goes out into the audience and hugs a lot 
of them. A bunch of kids with cerebral palsy come 
in, and she hugs them too. A little blind girl touch- 
es her crown, and another little girl on crutches 
meets Carolyn and is carried away smiling. 


We get back into the van to go to lunch. “One 
of those kids just had a leg amputated and she is 
partially blind—it’s kids like that who really tug 
at your heart,” Carolyn says. “You come out of 
children’s hospitals and you realize how precious 
they are and you count your own blessings. It 
just clings to you. The beautiful thing about being 
Miss America is being able to give these kids 
hugs.” Carolyn seems sincere in her desire to 
bring some joy to disabled children. It is one 
thing about her that | like. 

| ask Carolyn if she dresses differently as Miss 
America than she did as a civilian. “As Miss 
America, it’s a business, so you dress accordingly,” 
she says. “When I’m flying I’m in my jeans, but you 
always have to look presentable because you 
never know when someone will be seeing you for 
the first time. You have to remember that this is a 
job. The crown is heavy, but it is only a year and 
already it has gone by so fast—I am a real people 
person and | enjoy it.” 

“Those questions about your having a jet and 
mansion were funny,” | say. “That’s the realm of 
Miss America as a fairy princess,” says Carolyn. 
She takes off her crown. “No, it’s not real dia- 
monds,” she says, a touch of sarcasm making her 
seem more genuine. “If it was, | wouldn’t be here. | 
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don’t live in a mansion. | wish | did.” It is the only time during the day that Carolyn 
hints at what I’m starting to realize: Miss America is sort of a racket. To win the 
title, you must represent everything American women are supposed to be—attrac- 
tive and well groomed; smart but not threatening; career-oriented but ultimately 
wanting to get married, have kids and stay home raising them. A stifling prospect 
indeed. And once you've got the title, what’s the payback? You’re an indentured 
servant to the advertisers, all for the price of a college education, which every 
woman should have a right to anyway. 


We arrive at the Victorian House, a restaurant in Conyers, GA. The owner of 
the Chevrolet dealership here, Mike Hutton, is hosting the lunch. He seems like 
a very nice man. His pretty |6-year-old daughter, Heather, an aspiring stunt 
pilot, is there. Also many Chevrolet execs. Carolyn sits down next to Heather 
and asks her lots of questions. She orders soup, crabmeat salad and water with 
lemon. She has a couple of pieces of bread and says “I’m a bread person” twice. 
The waiter comes in and takes her picture. Carolyn graciously asks him if he 
would like to get in the photo. He is rendered breathless with excitement. 


Dorothy Sims Elementary School. Many officials are seated onstage in the gym- 
nasium; you can tell that this is one of the biggest things to ever hit Conyers. 
The gym floor is a sea of kids sitting cross-legged. The chorus sings “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” The bell choir also does a number. Miss America walks 
through, crowned, and the kids cheer madly. Carolyn gives basically the same 
speech as she did at Suder Elementary. During the question-and-answer period, 
Pee Wee Miss Georgia stands up and raises her hand. She is wearing her ban- 
ner. “I’m a queen too,” she says. | would like to think that the next generation 
will have a better shot at escaping the whole “I wanna be a beauty queen” thing, 
but here’s this tiny little girl already being indoctrinated. 

The superintendent of schools says a few words. The mayor of Conyers gives 
Carolyn the key to the city. She kisses him. The student body president gives 
Carolyn a present. Then the computers donated by Chevrolet are unveiled. 


The program over, people mill around during the reception in the school’s library. 
Present are Miss West Central Georgia and some other winner of a preliminary 
Miss Georgia pageant. Carolyn signs some books and gives an interview to a local 
TV station. She picks up a cookie and eats it. One mother says to another, “With 
her schedule, she could just shovel it in and it wouldn’t make a difference.” 


People are still asking Carolyn to pose for pictures, and she is saying yes to 
them all. Then she is whisked off to do an interview at another local TV station. 
She does a 10-minute spot for the 6:00 news, and a segment for something 
called the “Winning Women” series. Meanwhile I’m off to the airport with Lew 
to catch my flight home. “Those people really wouldn’t let her alone,” he says. 
“She is exhausted. | could see it in her eyes.” He tells me Chevrolet has been a 
significant sponsor of Miss America for the past five years and that advertising 
on the show was part of a major marketing plan to reach women. It seems 
strange that they would use such an old-fashioned concept to attract modern 
car-buying women. But as Lew says, “Miss America still plays very well.” 


Carolyn thinks people take her ideas seriously, and maybe they do. But | wonder. 
| can’t forget that she had to parade around in a pink cleavage-revealing one- 
piece to “finance her education.” Is the scholarship really the only reason 80,000 
women try for the title each year? The pressure to look pretty, something | feel 
every day, tells me that it can’t be. As behind the times as | like to think she is, 
Miss America does represent the goals | set for myself, spurred on to be the 
most beautiful, the most talented, the most motivated, the most educated, the 
most well spoken. Impossible things, really. Maybe that’s why | cry every time a 
new one gets crowned.
